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PEACH CROP SURPLUS 
IN CALIFORNIA TO 

GO TO CHARITIES 

Fruit That Would Otherwise 


Rot to Be Canned and 
Sold at Cost. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. ' 
SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Aug. 29. 


—California’s surplus peach crop, 
heretofore permitted to rot in the 
orchards, will be prepared as fruit 
butter this year and distributed at 


cost price of 75 cents a gallon to 
charitable institutions and welfare 
groups the country over, through 
the newly organized Economic Con- 
servation Committee of America. 

Buyers must agree in writing 
that the peach butter will not be 
resold for profit, in order not to 
interfere with the commercial mar- 
ket trade. Dr. John H. Irish of the 
University of California will super- 
vise the canning work. 

The surplus peach crop is excep- 
tionally large and has no market 
value. 


HOOVER CONSIDERS SPEEDING 
PUBLIC BUILDING PROGRAM 


Takes Government Experts With 
Him to Rapidan Camp for 
Week-End Discussion. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 29.—Pros- 
pects of speeding up to $550,000,- 
000 10-year public building pro- 
gram to relieve drouth sufferers 
and unemployment in general will 
be the subject of week-end confer- 
ences between President Hoover 
and Government officials at the 
presidential mountain lodge in Vir- 
ginia. 

The President left today 
for the Rapidan River retreat, tak- 
ing with him Ferry K. Heath, As- 
sistant Secretary of the Treasury 
in charge of public buildings, and 
John W. Philip, Fourth Assistant 
Postmaster-General in charge of 
postoffice sites. 

The 10-year program initiated 
in 1927 will be discussed with a 
view to determining steps to ac- 
celerate construction without en- 
dangering the Federal budget. 

President Hoover will return to 
Washington Monday evening. The 
following day he will motor to 
Baltimore to witness the parade of 
the national encampment of Vet- 
erans of Foreign Wars. 


OIL STATION TO OCCUPY 
FAMOUS CAFFERATA CORNER 


Firestone Co. of Akron, O., to En- 
ter “Gas” Business in St. Louis 
at Delmar and Hamilton. 

Plans of the Firestone Tire and 
tubber Co. of Akron, O., to enter 
the filling station business in St. 
Louis were disclosed with the filing 
of an application with the Board 
of Public Service today for a per- 
mit to erect a $590,000 ‘station at 
the northwest corner of Hamilton 
and Delmar boulevards, on the lot 
occupied by what was formerly 
Cafferata’s Cafe, a West End land- 
mark. 

The zoning district will permit 
the station there, but the required 
hearing will be conducted by the 
board, Sept. 16. Four 5000-gallon 
storage tanks and eight gasoline 
pumps are to be installed.

E. J. Adams, Trade Com- 
mission Employe, Active 
in Behalf of a Private 
Company, Letters Show.

Notes Seeking to Get Eu- 
gene, Ore., to Dispose of 
Light Works to Be Laid 
Before His Superiors.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 29.—Confi- 
Ceniial letters disclosing that E. J. 


Adams, a lawyer on the staff of 
the Federal Trade Commission, has 
sought to persuade various citizens 
of Eugene, Ore., to help him in ar- 
ranging the sale of Eugene’s mu- 
nicipally owned electric light and 
power system to the P. W. Chap- 
man Co., which handles public 
utilities securities, will be placed 
before the Trade Commission next 
week for whatever action it may 
see fit to take. 

The commission, at the direction 
of the Senate by the amended 
Walsh resolution, has for the last 


three years investigated the public 


utilities industries. One important 
phase of the inquiry concerned the 
activities of the privately owned 
utilities in buying municipally- 
owned electric and water systems. 
Used Official Stationery. 

Adams, a member of the com- 
mission’s special board of review 
for handling fraudulent and mis- 
leading advertisement cases, has 
had no part in the utilities investi- 
gation, so far as known. The 
question of the propriety of his 
activities has been raised, however, 
because he used the commission's 
letter heads in some of his con- 
fidential correspondence. 

Commissioner McCulloch, who 
has charge of the investigation of 
the utilities inpdustries, has re- 
ceived clippings from Eugene news- 
papers and copies of some of 
Adams’ letters to prominent per- 
sons in Eugene, giving an outline 
of the proposed sale. 

A telegram dated July 2, this 
year, signed by Adams and ad- 
dressed to the Eugene Register, a 
newspaper, said: “Agreement with 
Chapman Co., New York, prevents 
disclosure of industrial program 
until price fixed. Survey essential 
to fix price, and McClain’ wired 
me Saturday board would not con- 
sider sale of property and offers 
no co-operation in appraisal. This 
effectively blocks proposition.” 

The McClain referred to is C. A. 
McClain, general superintendent 
and secretary of the Eugene Wa- 
ter Board, the municipal authority 
in charge of the electric power 
plant.

efficient modern equipment in- 
stalled in a new power dam on the 
McKenzie River. 

“Rosy Promises.” 

In a letter to George H. McMor- 
ran, a department store proprietor 
in Eugene, dated June 10, Adams 
admitted that the municipally 
owned plant was built and devel- 
oped to iower the rates. which the 
Oregon Power Co. would not do. 
That object has oeen obtained. 

“I fully realize.” he said in the 
letter to McMorran, “that it will

HEAT WAVE SWEEPS EUROPE, 
35 REPORTED DEAD IN BRITAIN 


Temperatures as High ds 120 Re- 
corded in Southern Section; 
Some Factories Suspend. . 
By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Aug. 29.—Europe, 
from Scandinavia to the Mediter- 
ranean, and from the British Isles 
indefinitely eastward, was swept to- 
day by a heat wave which in Brit- 
ain alone has taken 29 lives in two 
days. There were six more deaths 
today. ; 

While the thermometers in En- 
gland, Northern, Central and West- 
ern Europe registered a tempera- 
ture of 94, further south tempera- 
tures as high as 120 Fahrenheit 
were reported. Residents of the 
larger cities were severely tried by 
the excessive heat, and workers in 
the industrial centers were among 
the chief sufferers. 

Several steel mills in South Wales 
closed yesterday when the men de- 
clared they were unable to endure 
the intense heat. A number of men 
in the tin plate works of the same 
area collapsed. The heat also 
nvercame many workers in the tex- 
tile factories of other parts of En- 
giand.

GERK ORDERS: 
MORE GUARDS 
FOR SCORFINA 
AND FAMILY 


Fifteen Marksmen in Three 
Watches Assigned to 
Home at 807 Carr Street 
After Kidnaping Disclos- 


ures. 


CHIEF SAYS “‘WE’RE 
NOT TAKING CHANCES” 


Rumor That Capone Is Tak- 
ing Hand in Defense 
Causes Extra Precautions 
—All but One of Six 
Suspects in Jail. 


Fifteen police sharpshooters are 
now detailed to the exclusive duty 
of guarding the home and family 
of Sam Scorfina, Carr street gro- 
cer, who has identified six Sicilian 
feudists, five of them now in jail, 
as kidnapers. 


Three additional men were added 
by Chief of Police Gerk today to 
the detail of 12 already assigned to 
guard the Scorfina home at 807 
Carr street. The 12, four for each 
watch of the police day, have been 
on duty since July 16, the day after 
Scorfina escaped from the farm 
near Ste. Genevieve where his cap- 
tors had held him for four days, 
robbing him of $400, beating him 
and depriving him of food and wa- 
ter. 

Upon his return, Scorfina named 
four men as members of the gang 
that kidnaped him in East S5Bt. 
Louis on July 12 and took him to 
the Missouri farm. Later he named 
two other Sicilian feudists, now 
held in jail at Belleville. The guard 
on his home was reinforced today 
as a result of a rumor that Al Ca- 
pone of Chicago was interesting 
himself in the case of the prisoners 
in Belleville. 

Guarded Every Minute. 

To assure Scorfina that he, his 
wife and their seven children will 
have adequate protection even 
against the most desperate gang 
measures, Chief Gerk has promised 
the grocer that every facility of the 
police force will be made available. 

For the last 44 days the mem- 
bers of the family have not been 
out of the protection of a police- 
man for a minute. When Mrs. 
Scorfina goes to the grocery a blue- 
coat walks behind her and even 
goes to the length of inspecting the 
food she buys to guard against 
bombs, poison or threatening notes. 

Similarly, when the Scorfina chil- 
dren go on errands, or when they 
play in the yard, at least one po- 
liceman is constantly on watch, 

“We aren't taking a chance with 
them,”’ Chief Gerk said. “We real- 
ize that the Mafia, the Sicilian se- 
cret society whose members kid- 
naped. Scorfina, is a desperate out- 
fit, ready to resort to any measures 
to keep Scoffina from testifying. 

“But they’re not going to annoy 
Scorfina or his family while we 
have policemen to stop them. I’ve 
detailed crack men, who can shoot, 
to guard the Scorfina home. J] don't 
know that they'll ever be called 
upon to use their revolvers to carry 
out the orders they’ve received. But 
if they do have to shoot, they 
know how to do it.” 

To Stay Out of School. 

The fifth policeman detailed to 
each eight-hour watch at the home 
has a roving commission. While 
two men remain at each door of 
the home, his functian is to patrol 
the yard and any part of the im- 
mediate neighborhood that seems 
to require his supervision. 

Yesterday in a conference at Po- 
lice Headquarters, Chief Gerk told 
Scorfina that as many additional 
patrolman as were necessary would 
be detailed to guard the five Scor- 
fina children who are of schooi age 
through the coming school term be- 
ginning next Tuesday. 

After a conference with his wife 
however. Scorfina declined the of- 
fer and decided not to send the 
children to school for the fa’! 
term. He expressed the belief that 
the task of guarding the children 
in the classroom and at play would 
be too difficult to be carried out 
properly. 

Only One Suspect at Large. 

Only one of the six men named 
by Scorfina is at large. He is Carl 
Fiorito, a Sicilian gunman and a 
member of the Cuckoo gang. The 
others, ali held in jail at Belleville, 
are Frank Agrusa, said to be the 
head of the Mafia in St Louis; 
Vito Impestate, Mika Lombardo, 
Baptista Bommarite and Sora Man- 
tia. . 

The provision of Illinois law re- 
quiring bondsamen to qualify for 
twice the amount of a bond has 
effectually kept them in jail. Bond 
has been set for each at $57,500,

SUES TO FORGE 
DAUGHTERS 10 
RECOGNIZE HER 


New Yorker, 72, Asks 
Court to Make Wives of 
Socially Prominent Men 
Acknowledge Her.

NEW YORK, Aug. 29.—Mrs. 
Everett A. Archibald, 72 years old, 
yesterday asked the Supreme Court 
to force her two daughters, who 
married socially prominent men of 
New York, to acknowledge her as 
their mother. The defendants are 
Mrs. Carolyn Archibald Harriss, 14 
Sutton place south, and Mrs. Na- 
thaniel Scudder Wyckoff Vander- 
hoef, the former Elizabeth Archi- 
bald. 

In her papers, Mrs. - Archibald 
asked that the two women not be 
allowed to continue the pretense 
that they are the children of a 
“James Allen Archibald” and that 


they are orphans and she a step- 
mother. 

“I want to get this cleared up 
before I die,” her attorney, Fran- 
cis Bertram Ejgas, quoted her as 
saying. 

Mrs. Archibald asks no damages, | 
just that Mrs. Harriss and Mrs. 
Vanderhoef recognize her and her 
late husband, Everett A. Archibald 
of Denver, as their father and 
mother, and that the two women 
be enjoined from stating or pub- 
lishing that she was not their true 
mother. 


Mrs. Archibald’s Story. 


This is the story of Mrs. Archi- 
bald as based on photostatic copies 
of birth certificates and marriage 
license applications of Mrs. Harriss 
and Mrs. Vanderhoef: 

Everett Allen Archibald. a busi- 
ness man, and Mrs. Archibald, both 
English-Canadians, were married 
in Omaha, March 11, 1884. They 
moved to Denver in 1899. 


The present Mrs. Harriss, widow 
of the cotton broker, Langdon Har- 
riss, married Rox Cowley in 1913, 
divorced him in 1915 and then 
married Mr. Harrias here in 1916. 
According to the mother, Mrs. Har- 
riss used Macon, Ga., as her birth- 
place instead of Omaha in her sec- 
ond marriage application and used 
the name of her maternal grand- 
father, James, as her father’s 
name. She also used an incorrect 
middie name for her mother. 

“She said to her husband,” the 
old mother said yesterday, “thet 
my husband was not her father, 
and at other times that I was an 
imposter. She also made faise 
statements about me.” 4 


“Devoted, Loving Mother.” 
The present Mrs. Vanderhoef, ac- 
cording to Mrs. Archibald, also 
used Macon, Ga., and not Omaha, 
as her birthplace in her marriage 
license application in 1926. She 
named “James Allen Archibaid™ as 
the father and used an incorrect 
middle name for the mother. She 
said that her mother was born in

“Ramsay MacDonald is a kind of 
Methodist evangelist,” said Menck- 
en. “His is the only Government I 
have ever heard of that has failed 
to do every single thing that was 
expected”of it. From the man in 
the street who expected to get focd 
for his empty stomach, to the big- 
minded Liberal who looked to him 
for a solution of the problems of 
India, he hag failed them all.” 

As to the Government of the 
United States, Mencken said: “It’s 
a comic Government, but perhaps 
it’s as good as gny.” 


EARTHQUAKE ONLY 134 MILES 
FROM ST. LOUIS RECORDED 


Seismologist Thinks 25-Second 
Shock Originated in the New 
Madrid, Mo.. Area. 


An earthquake of slight intensi- 
ty, only 134 miles from 8t. Louis. 
was recorded on the seismograph at 


St. Louis University early today. 
The Rev. J. 8. Joliat, 8. J., sels- 
mologist, said he was unable defi- 
nitely to determine the exact di- 
rection but thought the shock or- 
iginated in the New Madrid, Mo.. 
area. It began at 12:26 a. m. and 
lasted only 25 seconds. 

Two other slight tremors, origin- 
ating 2170 miles from &t. Louis, 
were also recorded. The first last- 
ed from 2:35 to 2:38; the second 
from 3:04 to 3:09 a. m. Their point 
of origin is also believed to be 
south of St. Louisa.

Ferguson, Mo., Boy Sets 
World Record With Mod- 
el Plane Which Flies for 
213 Seconds.

CHICAGO, <Aug. 29.—George 
Fernic, Staten Island, a designer 
of airplanes, was killed today when 
his own plane of radical design 
crashed at the national air races. 

Fernic had just taken off with 
the ship and when about 150 feet 
in the air he nosed it up sharply, 
went into a loop and shot straight 
down to the earth. 

The plane struck and damaged 
a monocoupe in which Mrs, Mar- 
tie Bowman had just landed, and 
barely missed W. 8. Allison of 
Cleveland, O. Fernic’s ship was 
known as a cruiser. Its principal 
feature was an extra wing in front 
at the nose. 

The accident occurred at the 
finish of the Detroit News 26-mile 
race. 

Judges announced today that the 
model airplane entered in national 
air race competitions by Elmer 
Lueckerath of Ferguson, Mo., 
broke the world’s record for fuse- 
lage models when it flew for 213 


seconds. 

The previous record was 156 
seconds, established in England last 
July with a model constructed by 
Joseph Ehrhardt of St. Louis, who 
won the Wakefield Trophy. The 
Missouri boy’s model was built ac- 
cording to Wakefield design. 

Two major events for large ships 
were designed to develop a com- 
bination of speed and larger carry- 
ing capacities. One event, the De- 
troit News air transport trophy 
race, was open to civilians flying 
single-motored ships with at least 
1000 pounds of pay load, either 
passengers or freight. The second 
was the Aviation Town and Coun- 
try Club trophy race. 

Col. and Mrs. Charles A. Lind- 
bergh took off from the National 
Air Races for Detroit at 3:62 p. 
m. today in their Lockheed Birius 
monoplane, numbered NL-211. 
They arrived here yesterday. 

Races for Midget Ships. 

Midget ships shared, too, in the 
program. The tiny-motored planes 
took the air for the free-for-all, 
limited to motors of 276-cubic inch 
piston displacement. 

There were two more dashes for 
women today, one for cabin ships 
of 250-cubic inch displacement and 
another for larger, more powerful 
open planes. :

Our task 
has been to work Out substitutions 
that will take care of both pocket- 
book and health, to give the in- 
formation to persons who need it 
through Red Cross nutrition classes 
‘Yor adults, and, for children, in 
public schools, besides visits to 
homes to adjust budget and diet 
to fit what may be obtained and 
paid for. 

“Most of the substitutions that 
may be necessary because of the 
drouth have previously been neces- 
sary in particular communities. 
due to local cogditions, so we are 
well acquainted with them. There 
is, for example, the substitution of 
brown bread for white. The differ- 
ence may be nothing in immediate 
cost, but the brown bread supplies 
more food essentials. Foods re. 
quired to supplement white bread, 
therefore. can be reduced. 

“Milk shortages may occur. We 
know, from previous experience, 
that fresh milk is best, but that 
most of its major contributions to 
nutrition can be provided by evap- 
orated or dried milk, supplemented 
by canned tomatoes. Condensed 
milk requires additional supple- 
mentary foods. 

“The Department of Agriculture 
through county farm agents and 
otherwise is using every effort now 
to have farmers plant turnips and 
Other vegetables which still have 
@ chance to mature this season. 
Beyond this, it may be necessary to 
substitute canned for fresh vege- 
tables in many communities. They 
serve the purpose excellently, and 
frequently cost less than fresh 
vegetables out of season.” 

Pellagra, she said, was already 
prevalent and might be increased 
by the drouth in three states, Ar- 
kansas, Oklahoma and Texas, Milk 
and eggs, she explained, were im- 
portant as ai preventive.

Committee Lists Summary of 
Accomplishments Alongside

torney’s fees and expenses. She 
had sued for $35,000. 

Seven persons were killed in the 
¢..rly morning fire. Early this year 
a hotel clerk and the night watch- 
man at the Annex confessed that 
the fire was started’as the result 


of an arson plot to collect fire in- 
surance. Mrs, Gresham, a widow 


jeand orphan, 36 years old, jumped 


from an upper window of the ho- 
tel when someone called to her to 
do so, after she had aroused other 
guests In the building. She leaped 
thinking a net was being held for 
her. Her spine was fractured when 
she struck che pavement. She was 
paralyzed temporarily and has un- 
dergone long and painful hospital 
treatment. 

Although physicians said it was 
unlikely she would ever be able to 
work, she is attempting to do so, 
having a position at small pay in 
charge of the children’s ward of 
the National Jewish Hospital at 
Denver, Colo. She has put her 
$£000 in a trust fund, she wrote 
to friends here. She was trained 
as a nurseesat Jewish Hospital here 
and the hospital and its medical 
staff gave their services to her 
after the fire, while the nurses’ 
alumnae association supplied her 
with nurses and other needs. 

Suit for $15,000 has been filed 
against -the Buckingham Realty 
Co., by Mrs, Helen Michel of 3863 
West Pine boulevard, who alleged 
that her legs were injured and she 
was incapacitated by nervous shock 
in escaping from the fire.

In the December riot at Auburn 
prison, Sullivan, eight other pris- 
oners and Principal Keeper George 
Durnford were killed. Six men 
were tried on charges of murder- 
ing Sullivan, but the other three 
were acquitted. 

Thomas, at the time of the riot, 
was serving a life term for rob- 
bery; Force, 16 years for burglary 
and grand larceny, and Udwine 30 
years for robbery. 

All three spoke words of reckless 
bravado, interspersed with profan- 
ity; as they went to their deaths. 
As the executioner fumbled with 
the head electrodes while placing 
them on Force, the latter said. 
“What are you so nervous about, 
boy. Take it easy; I'm in no 
hurry.”’ 

As Thomas walked through the 
death chamber door he called out, 
“IT can walk through like a man. 
Let ‘er go.’’ 

Udwine laughed and said, “The 
best part of this is that you don’t 
have to walk out. They carry 
you,” 

Udwine’s home was in Buffalo. 
Force was from Utica and Thomas 
from Childs, Pa.

The Missouri Drouth Relief 
Committee met this afternoon in 
the office of the chairman, Presi- 
dent Lewis W. Baldwin of the Mis- 
sourt Pacific lines, on the twenty- 
second floor of the Missouri Pa- 
cific building.

Caulfield, attended the meeting, 
which began with a discussion of 
Red Cross resources for relief of 
the drouth-affected parts of Mis- 
souri. 

State Senator Russell Dearmont 
of Cape Girardeau, who represents 
the Red Cross on .the committee, 
made a report on the subject of 
the relief resources available, as 
reported to him by W. M. Baxter, 
manager of the Mid-West branch 
of the American Red Cross, with 
heaiquarters here. 

The report was to the effect that 
the National Red Cross organiza- 
tion, for all purposes, had availe- 
able about $5,000,000. It was esti- 
mated that a thorough program of 


_drouth relief, which should allevi- 
|ate human suffering, provide for 


care of 


livestock, finance new 


/ crops and care for other major es- 
| sentials of the farmers’ wellbeing,

BG POSTAL LEASES 
TO TWO BDDERS 


Each Had Rental Contract 
for $1,000,000. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Aug.. 29.—Pre- 
liminary investigation of the Gof- 
ernment’s annual rent bill for 
leased Postoffice stations has dis- 
closed that two professional bid- 
ders each held leases totaling about 


$1,000,000. 

Special investigators for the 
Senate Committee named to look 
into the 6000 leases that last year 
cost the Government more than 
$17,000,000, have made sufficient 
analysis of records to enable the 
Senate Committee to begin open 
hearings whenever it chooses. 

Senator Biaine (Rep.), Wiscon- 
sin, chairman of the committee in- 
vestigating postoffice leases, said 
the group probably will hold its 
first meeting some place in the 
Northwest, between Sept. 20 and 
Oct. 1. 

Meanwhile, it was learned today 
the Postoffice Department has in- 
stituted an independent inquiry in- 
to the value of all Postoffice sta- 
tions rented for $6000 or more a 
year. Postmaster-General Brown 
in a recent radio address said he 
would recommend Government 
ownership of such structures. 

The two large professional bid- 
ders referred to are Jacob Kulp, 
head of Postoffice, Inc., with of- 
fices ™ Chicago; and Raymond 
Brown, with headquarters in In- 
dianapolis. 

Investigators were put to work 
by the Senate Committee last 
spring, following disclosure that an 
item of $120,000 a year for a &t. 
Paul station covered rent on a 
building valued at about $300,000. 

The committee investigators have 
made a detailed analysis of about 
500 major Postoffice leases, includ- 
ing the estimated valuations of 
the buildings. 

One of the first lines of inquiry 
to be be pursued by the Senate 
Committee will be to determine 
how professional bidding cOmpanies 
financed their operations, Names 
of prominent individuals are men- 
tioned in the data collected for the 
committee, but the documents do 
not show how the companies were 
financed, The committee will hold 
hearings on leases of buildings in 
New York, Chicago, Detroit, Los 
Angeles, San Francisco, Dallas and 
St. Paul. 


RIOTING IN CUBAN TOWN 


Conservatives and Liberals Clash 
in Maximo Gomez,

HAVANA, Aug. 29.—The Gov- 
ernment today placed itself in read- 
iness to establish martial law in 
Maximo Gomez, a small town of 
Mantanzas province, following pro- 
longed rioting near the municipal 
terminal. The troube was of a 
political nature, between conserva- 
tives and Liberals. The casualties 
were not announced and the situa- 
tion there today was reported dis- 
turbed. | 

A similar incident occurred at 
Cruces, Santa Clara Province, 
where 20 alleged nationalist ring- 
leaders were arrested in a plot to 
overthrow the Government, which 
the police frustrated.

Four Marriages to One Divorce 


During Last Year 


38,263 Couples Were Wed, Increase of 1207 
Over Total of 1928—9814 Decrees 
Granted, Decrease of 275.’

WASHINGTON, Aug. 29.—Mar- 
riages increased and divorces de- 
creased in Missouri during 1929 in 
comparison with 1928, the Com- 
merce Department Census Bureau 
announced today. In 1929 there 
were 38,263 marriages performed 
in the State, as compared with 37,- 
056 in 1928, an increase of 1207, 
or 3.3 per cent. Divorces granted 
in 1929 numbered 9814, as com- 
pared with 10,089 in 1928, a de- 


crease of 275 or 2.7 per cent. There 
were 42 marriages annulled in 
1929 and 40 annulled in 1928. The 
ratio of marriages to divorces was 
about 4 to 1, both for 1928 and 
1929. 
The 
Missouri on July 1, 1929, was 3,- 
536,000 and on July 1, 1928, 3,- 
523,000. On this basis, the num- 
ber of marriages per 1000 of pop- 
ulation was 10.8 in 1929, as against 
10.5 in 1928. The number of di- 
vorces per 1000 population was 
2.78 in 1929 and 2.86 in 1928. 
Only One Divorce in Hickory. 
Jasper County, in the southwest- 
ern mining regions, led the State 
in close ratio between marriages 
and divorces. In that county last 
year there were 561 marriages and 
424 divorces, almost four divorces 
to every five marriages. This was 
a considerable increase over the 
previous year, when there were 
537 marriages and 387 divorces, 4 
ration of approximately 10 mar- 
riages to seven divorces. 
Hickory County displaced War- 
ren County for first place for the 
fewest divorces. In 1929 Hickory 
County registered only one divorce 
against 50 marriages. In 1928 War- 
ren County had one. divorce and 
112 marriages, but last year the 
number of divorces crept up to 
four, while marriages decreased to 
96. The banner for high ratio, 
however, went to Barton County 
for 1929, where there were 719 
marriages and only 13 divorces, a 
ratio of more than 50 to l. 
7516 Marriages in St. Louis. 
In the city of St. Louis there 
were 7516 marriages performed 
and 2734 divorces granted in 1929. 
In 1928 there were 7698 marriages 
and 3189 divorces. Thus mar- 
riages decreased 182 and divorces 
decreased 455. 
In st. Louis County marriages 
and divorces decreased in 1929 as 
compared with 1928. Last year 
there were 1436 marriages and 365 
divorces: in 1928 there were 1713 
marriages and 386 divorces. In St. 
Charles County there were 1131 
marriages and only 21 divorces in 
1929, making it a runner-up to 
Warren County for high ratio. In 
1928 there were 1078 marriages 
and 11 divorces.

LIMA, Peru, Aug. 29.—The hand 
of Peru’s new Government fell 
heavily today on those who held 
positions of power and trust in the 
old regime. Widespread arrests 
were reported preliminary to prose- 


cution on charges of malfeasance 
and misuse of public funds. 

Speaking to natives of his own 
department of Pierua, who called 
to congratulate him, President San- 
chez Cerro, promised that he soon 
would order removal of the deposed 
President, Augusto B. Leguia, from 
the cruiser Almirante Grau at Cal- 
lao to the shore to stand trial for 
his “‘misdeeds.,”’ 

The military Junta headed by 
Sanchez Cerro ordered an investi- 
gation pursuant to attaching the 
property of Juan Leguia, son of the 
former President. Focion Mariate- 
guin, who was President of the 
Chamber of Deputies, and at first 
was thought to have taken refuge 
in one of the foreign legations, was 
said to have been arrested. 

Misuse of -Funds Charged. 

Charles W. Sutton, chief of the 
irrigation works in Lambayeque 
department, arriving here tomop- 
row will face charges of misuse of 
public funds. Jorge Arrospide Loy- 
Ola, manager of the Caja Depositos 
and Consignaciones, which has 
charge of collection of most of 
Peru’s internal revenue, also has 
been arrested. 

Two stories were told to indicate 
the attitude of the new Govern- 
ment. During administration of 
the oath to members of the new 
Junta, Lieutenant-Colonel Solis, 
who was chief of the machine gun 
battalion which President Leguia 
used for his personal defense, 
stepped toward Sanchez Cerro and 
embraced him. The new President 
looked at him and then summoned 
a Major, and ordered him to arrest 
Solis and search his effects. 

Later, Jose M. Sera; chief of the 
telegraphic service, introduced 
himself to Sanchez Cerro and said 
he was awaiting any orders the 
President might have. Sanchez 
Cerro ordered Serra arrested and 
his private effects searched in or- 
der to “ascertain the degree of his 
responsibility.”

He said the best 
guarantee that he would not be- 
come contaminated with vices was 
the fact that he was surrounded by 
a military Junta not formed of 
politigians, but of patriotic men. 
He Sa not mention “Yankee im- 
perialism.”

Suggests New Fish Policy for Missouri. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
HE fisheries of Missouri in connec- 


tion with our resort and tourist de- 
velopment are of vast importance and 
should not be consigned to a group of 
politicians, whose chief thought is to 
play to the gallery. Many of the laws on 
our statutes and practices of wardens are 
actually detrimental rather than bene- 
ficial. Fish laws should be revised and 
their execution placed in the hands of a 
permanent commission, or under a de- 
partment of Missouri University. 

What is needed more than a police 
force arresting violators for petty in- 
fringements is a replacement of primeval 
conditions in stream and lake, reforest- 
ing stream banks, planting aquatic 
growths and mosses, thus affording cover 
and natural foods. 

Abolish artificial hatching of trout; 
not one-half of 1 per cent of Missouri 
streams will support these species, and 
they are not nearly so active nor have 
they the table value of our native fish. 

Abolish the minnow seine—a most de- 
structive agency now encouraged by law. 
Protect nongame fish, such as suck- 
ers, drum, buffalo and minnows that at 
one time afforded a vast portion of food 
consumed by game fish. 

Encourage fishponds, which are to 
fish what an enclosed pasture is to cat- 
tle when the range plays out. The free 
range for fish is playing out. 

Co-operate with municipalities in de- 
velopment of community lakes ang 
ponds, with privilege to draw from these 
natural hatcheries in restocking new 
waters. 

Turn attention to raising channel cat- 
fish, as Kansas does, and encourage 
farmers to maintain fish ponds for in- 
come. More pounds of meat can be 
taken from an acre pond than can be 
produced from an acre of land.

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MORE OFFICIAL LAWLESSNESS. 

Hundreds of houses have been raided, hundreds of 
persons arrested in St. Louis within two months by 
the police without warrants. Few have been prose 
euted. The arrested persans are jailed for a day or 
night and released. The raids and arrests are ad- 
mittedly (legal. When evidence of law violation is 
found—in some cases none is found—the evidence is 
obtained in an illegal manner and it is vain to take 
such cases into court. The raids and arrests are 
made by the exercise of arbitrary power by the po- 
lice, without sanction of law. 

It is frankly admitted by the Chief of Police that 
these wholesale raids and arrests are made on sus 
picion, from letters and informal complaints. The 
police are without information upon which warrants 
can be issued. They act without information which 
can be verified. They act on their own initiative, 
outside the law, in violation of law, in violation of 
the rights of citizens. 

It is only necessary to state the case as admitted 
by the police to convince any citizen who has knowl- 
edge of the Constitution and the laws that these 
wholesale raids and arrests constitute an outrageous 
exercise of police tyranny. Are the persons guilty? 
Who knows? They are not prosecuted, no evidence 
is presented to the Court because, being illegal, the 
Court would not consider the evidence. In many 
cases no evidence was obtained. The persons who 
have been arrested and jailed have no opportunity to 
prove innocence. The innocent suffer humiliation 
and injury with the guilty. oe 

A companion raid of a similar nature was made 
by Federal prohibition agents under orders of Deputy 
Prohibition Administrator James Dillon. The pro- 
hibition agents raided a room in a house on Olive 
street without warrants or without any evidence 
whatever that the law was being violated. It was 
raided on informal complaints. Mr. Dillon admits 
that the raid was illegal, that he cannot prosecute, 
but excuses it on the ground that the doors were kept 
locked and that his agents could not obtain evidence. 
He therefore took the law in his own hands and made 
the raid, seizing the contents of the room, including 
the money in the cash register. Mr. Dillon knew, 
or ought to know that this raid was illegal and that 
such raids have been condemned by the Federal 
courts. He acted in defiance of law and the courts. 

This Federal raid is merely another proof of the 
impossibility of enforcing the prohibition laws with- 
out violating the Constitution and the inherent and 
guaranteed rights of citizens. In spite of court de- 
cisions and orders from headquarters, zealous prohibi- 
tion agents persist in lawless raids and arrests. 

To get back, however, to the outrages committed 
by our own police. In the early part of Col. Orrick’s 
administration of the Police Department, when whole- 
sale arrests were made upon telephone communica- 
tions and other informal information, the Post-Dis- 
patch vigorously protested against them as official 
lawlessness and the exercise of police tyranny. In 
the course of our protests against these illegal police 
practices, the United States Supreme Court in Oc- 
tober, 1925, in the Angello case, handed down a de- 
cision unqualifiedly condemning searches, seizures 
and arrests without warrant as contrary to the Con- 
stitution. The Court said: 

The searching of a private dwelling without a 
warrant is in itself unreasonable and abhorrent 
to our laws. 

This decision put an end for the time being to the 
illegal police raids. It was emphasized by the Su- 
preme Court in the case of Gambino and others in 
December, 1927, in which decision many previous de- 
cisions to the same effect were quoted. The Court in 


| the Angello case felt impelled to quote in its entirety 


the fourth amendment. It ought not to be necessary 
to do this, but we follow the example of the Court. 
The fourth amendment reads: 


The right of the people to be secure in their 
persons, houses, papera and effects, against un- 
reasonable searches and seizures, shall not be 
violated, and no warrants shall issue but upon 
probable cause, supported by oath or affirmation, 
and particularly describing the places to be 
searched and the person or things to be seized. 


Chief Gerk offers the excuse that in these illegal 
raids it is difficult to obtain evidence or to convict 
the accused in court. This is an excuse without a 
color of justification. The responsibility for convic- 
tion rests with the courts, not with the police. The 
police must obey the law to obtain any convictions. 
These illegal raids are official lawlessness. 

As the Post-Dispatch has repeatedly said, official 
lawlessness is the worst kind of lawlessness. It is 
an example of lawlessness on the part of officers of 
the law, sworn to enforce the laws. This. breeds re- 
sentiment and widespread lawlessness on the part of 
the people. When officers of the law break the law. 


who shall obey it? The peace and security of every | 


citizen is endangered when the police violate laws 
and rights. 

We hold no brief for the speakeasies, clubs, gam- 
bling joints and beer flats which the police are trying 
to put out of business, but we do hold a brief for the 
Constitution and the rights of the people against any 
sort of governmental tyranny. Mr. Lon O. Hocker is 


President of the Board of Police Commissioners. He 


is an able lawyer. He must know not only the il- 
legality but the danger‘of lawless raids and arrests 
on the part of the police. He must realize the chaos 
to which this official lawlessness leads. It would 
ultimately overthrow all law. 
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That whisky they’re selling for 15 cents a pint 
on Sixth street is pre-war stuff, too—the battle start- 
ing immediately afterwards. 
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“BOSS” ESSEN’S DECLINE. 

Residents of St. Louis County can shed crocodile 
tears over the political fate of Fred Essen, who for a 
quarter of a century was the Republican boss of the 
county. In his time he was a dictator; who he said 
should be nominated was pretty sure of nomination; 
what he said the party committee should do was 
quite likely to be done; those who. received his 
“thumbs down” were through. 

Times changed. County population grew. Some 
of the “boys” went too far in controlling affairs and 
the people, revolting gently, put several Democrats in 
office. Essen quickly consolidated his position, but 
he had been shown to be vulnerable. Lesser bosses 
Tose up and challenged him. Now Essen is on the 
outside looking in—a minority leader. The latest 
blow came when the Tenth Congressional District 
picked the members of the Republican State Com- 
mittee. 

Besen talked about delivering the 10 county votes 
for one city candidate, but it appears that he con- 
trolled only three of them. For the two county places 
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‘season, the curtain-raiser for their crucial series— 


Essen proposed candidates, but they were rejected 
unceremoniously. Instead, State Representative 
Heege, who has opposed Essen for years, and Miss 
May Gardner, a protege of the rival and majority 
faction, were picked. Under the circumstances, it 
would seem the political name of Essen is entering 
the realm of history instead of news in St. Louis 


County. 


THE TEST OF GERMAN REPUBLICANISM. 

Representative government everywhere in the world 
awaits with interest the outcome of the German elec- 
tions Sept. 14. The entire membership of the 
Reichstag will be elected, and upon the outcome de- 
pends the future of republicanism in Germany. 

There are two menaces to the German Republic, 
one from the Nationalists at the extreme right and 
the other from the Communists at the extreme left. 
The moderate parties between those extremes must 
win sufficient seats in the election to overcome the 
united strength of both the Nationalists and the Com- 
munists, since these two parties, while incapable of 
coalition, would gladly join in destroying the republic. 
The Communists are much the more feared. Com- 
munism is not a great menace in Germany. Its 
works in Russia have not escaped German observ- 
ation, and even radical elements in German politics 
are anything but communistic. Nevertheless, the 
Communists had 70 seats in the last Reichstag, and 
if they increase that very much they might be able 
to prevent the formation of a republican government 
by the moderates. 

Unfortunately political faiths are of so many 
shades in Germany that it is only by joining the 
strength of the moderate parties that republicanism 
can live at all. There are upwards of twenty par- 
ties in Germany, one of them, the new States party, 
not yet old enough to be the great factor now that it 
is hoped it will become. The States party, the Centrists 
ahd the Social Democrats constitute the largest and 
most dependable groups in the center, and it is to 
them that republicanism chiefly looks in the present 
crisis. The outcome cannot be regarded otherwise 
than with anxiety by the rest of the world. Germany 
is slowly making her way out of the plight in which 
she found herself after the war. .If the Republic can 
be preserved, Germany will play a great part in bal- 
ancing the international economy. It would be a 
tragedy from which none of us could escape if she 
were to be thrown into political chaos, and the rest 
of the world looks confidently in September to the 
good sense of the 40,000,000 German voters.

OF NINE ASSISTANTS 


Plans for Supervision of 
Schools Announced; Greek » 
and Hebrew Courses. 


Annojincement has been nade of 
the division of duties among the 
nine assistants of Superintendent 
of Instruction Gerling, in the re- 
organized administrative plan of 
the public school system which will 
become effective next Monday. 

In general, the nine’ aids will 
have the same fields as previously 
but. they will be expected to as- 
sume a greater share of responsi- 
bility and relieve the superintend- 
ent of much detail work. The ar- 
rangement was approved by the 
Board of Education in July, upon 
recommendation of Gerling. It sup- 
plants the system o fthre assist- 
ants, augmented by district super- 
intendents and special executives, 
in vogue for the last seven years.

As Few Housewives Can Fol- 
low His Recipe, Other Ways 
Are Suggested. 


Mark Twain’s recipe for prepar- 
ing green corn comes down to us 
in these words: 

“Take a. kettle of boiling water 
to the edge of the cornfield and 
cook the corn there, freshly picked 
from the stalks.” 

Corn is a delight. It is also a 
treat because corn is one of the 
few’ green vegetables left which 
still has only one season. 

Imported corn is never so good 
as home grown and we use this 
vegetable as much as possible in 
the summer. 

A teaspoon of sugar added to 
each quart of water in which corn 
on the cob is boiled will add to its 
sweetness. Have water boiling -rap- 


idly, put in the sugar and corn and 
cook until the corn is_ tender. 
Serve at once. 

Succotash. 

Use two cups green corn cut 
from cob, two cups fresh lima 
beans, one cup milk, four table- 
spoons butter, salt and pepper. 

Cook the beans in a small 
amount of boiling water until ten- 
der. Drain off the water, add the 
corn and milk and cook slowly un- 
til corn is tender. Add butter and 
seasonings. 

Corn Oysters. 

Two. cups corn grated from the 
cob, two eggs (separated), two ta- 
blespoons flour, two tablespoons 
melted fat, salt and pepper. 

Beat egg yolks and add to corn. 
Add fat, salt, pepper and beaten 
egg whites. Drop the batter from

SUNDAY SUPPER IS 


String Out Must Be Pre- 
pared for Guests.

The Sunday evening meal is 
Usually a very informal one, and in 
many homes, one to which friends 
feel they need no special invitation 
and are always sure of a welcome. 
Those who are in the habit of keep- 
ing open house often feel the need 
of menus that may be more elastic 
than usual, especially if one lives 
in the country or at the shore. The 
world and his wife travel the high-./| 
roads in pleasant weather, no mat- 
ter how warm or cold it may be, 
and those who keep the latch 
string out must be prepared for 


, | invasions, 


Menus must of necessity be sim- 
ple, and of like necessity they must 
be plentiful. A mixed salad of 
generous proportions, sandwiches 
of white, rye or wholewheat bread 
—or all three—with simple fillings, 
fresh fruit and plenty of some re- 
freshing beverage, make an ideal 
meal of this type. It may be served 
buffet fashion, on small tables, or 
at one large one, depending on the 
number of guests. Remember that 
the requisites are that the salad 
greens skould be crisp, the salad 
itself cold, the service kept very 
simple, but as dainty as possible, 
and things so planned that the hos- 
tess has time to spend wi her 
guests and not entirely in waiting 
on them. 

Here are several especially good, 
rather new salads that seem to be 
just made for these Sunday sup- 
pers. One is of tomato stuffed with 
a mixture of cooked liver, celery 
and peas, This is hearty enough to 
serve with plain bread and butter 
or watercress sandwiches, Another 
is a type of combination salad that 
is delightful to serve with cold 
cuts — ham, tongue, salami, veal 
loaf or any similar meat. A third 
uses alligator pears (this is best 
for a small number of people) and 
is especially good with cold chicken. 
The last gives a different method 
-Of serving a mixed fruit salad that 
may be accompanied by nut bread 
and cream cheese sandwiches, 

Stuffed Tomatoes. 

«Eight servings. Use eight medium 
sized firm tomatoes for this. Wash 
one-half pound chicken livers or 
calves’ liver in cold water, put in 
@&@ saucepan with boiling water to 
barely cover and add one teaspoon 
salt and a small sliced onion. Cook 
slowly for 20 minutes. Drain, cool 
and chop or dice very fine. Mix 
lightly with two cups finely cut, 
crispy celery, one cup canned or 
fresh cooked and chilled peas, one 
shredded pimiento and enough 
mayonnaise to moisten. Cut a slice 
from the top of each tomato and 
scoop out most of the pulp. 
Sprinkle inside lightly with salt and 
fill with the liver mixture. Gar- 
nish the top of each with a large 
stuffed olive and chill before serv- 
ing. Serve on lettuce and garnish 
on the side with a spoonful of 
coleslaw. 

Combination Vegetables. 

Make a bed of shredded lettuce 
on a large platter. One large or 
two small heads of lettuce will be 
needed. Arrange a mound of 
sliced cucumbers down the center 
and surround it with sections of 
firm, chilled tomatoes. 
a thick layer of chopped, hard 
boiled eggs over all. Chill and just 
before serving pour three-fourths 
cup French dressing, well seasoned. 
over the salad. Serve with sliced 
cold meats. 

Pear Salad. - 

Chill two good sized, ripe al- 
ligator pears. Cut in half, remove 
pits and peel the fruit. Cut down 
in slices a scant eight inch thick. 
Peel two large oranges and re- 
move all the white skin. Cut 
lengthwise in slices a quarter inch 
thick. Arrange alternate slices of 
pear and orange on crisp, cold let- 
tuce. Make a dressing using two 
tablespoons fresh lime juice. one 
tablespoon lemon juice, one table- 
spoon orange juice, six tablespoons 
salad oil, one teaspoon powdered 
| sugar. Beat, pour over the. salad 
| just before serving, and use as a 
dessert salad or with cold chicken. 

Fruit Oombinations. 

For each serving allow four 
medium sized lettuce leaves and ar- 
range them on cold plates around 
a small glass that holds well sea- 
soned French dressing. On one 
leaf heap chilled fresh red rasp- 
berries, on the second diced fresh 
pineapple, on the third diced fresh 
pear that has been sprinkled with 
lemon juice and on the fourth sec- 
tions of orange or grapefruit, 
Serve very cold. 


Salmon Croquettes. 

Remove the skin and bones from 
one can of salmon and mince ‘t 
fine. Add one-half teaspoon salt, 
one-eighth teaspoon pepper, chop- 
ped parsiey and one-fourth cup 
cracker crumbs. Moisten with one 
egg. Form into balla Roll in 
cracker crumbs and fry in deep 
hot fat. A teaspoon of minced 
onion may be added. Serve with a 
sauce made as follows: Boil the 
liquor from a can of salmon, a half 
teaspoon of butter and one-half 
cup of milk. Thicken with a tea- 
spoon of cornstarch dissolved in 
two tablespoons of milk, remove 
from the fire and add salt, pepper 
and one-third cup of catsup. 


Fiavor Cooked Pears. 

One quart of pears would be 
nicely flavored by using one tea- 
spoon vanilla and do not put the 
vanilla in the pears until they have 
finished cooking—just before re- 


moving them from the stove.

Unsweetened pineapple juice may 
be bought now in cans and js fine 
for cold drinks; canned tomato 
juice makes the mixing of these 
cocktails a simple matter. Oranges 
—small ones for juice; lemons, 
limes are to be found in practical- 
ly all fruit or grocery stores. 
Canned blackberry juice, raspber- 
ry juice, the juice from stewed rhu- 
barb—all these may also be used 
in the making of a number of 
healthful, wholesome fruit appetiz- 
ers. 

Grape Juice Cocktails. 

Put one cup chipped ice in a 
beverage shaker and add three- 
quarters cup grape juice, the juice 
of one orange, one fresh lime, one- 
half lemon and the unbeaten white 
of one egg. Shake vigorously for 
two minutes, then serve in small

NEW YORK, Aug. 28. 
OMEN’S winter wardrobes are 
W erystallizing into clearer 
curves than last year’s mode 
ever knew. 

Style surveyors and fashion de- 
signers have labored successfully 
over the perplexing problems of 
line and length which worried 
wives last winter. 

The hemline, so uneven in 1929, 
h-s found its p!ice—a place that 
gives but scant concern to its dis- 
tance from the floor. It measures 
itself, instead, by milady’s leg, 

The leng © of women’s skirts this 
year must depend on their height. 
It will vary with the woman and 
with the costume she wears. 

Clothes for practical town wear 
—tweed dresses, suits and such— 
should strike the upper curve of 
the calf. Sports f-ocks will be 
worn two inches below the back 
bend of the knee, while formal 
afternoon frocks strike the lower 
curves of the calf, and evening 
gowns swirl about the instep. 

The fall silhouette is going to 
have a long-limbed look. Waistlines 
are indicated where nature placed 
them, hips are generally flat and 
skirts hang straighter than they 
did last year.

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HINTS ON LETTER WRITING 


HATEVER one’s position in 
W iire there are always certain 

letters that must’ be written 
personally and in hghdwriting,. let- 
ters that can neither be turned 
over to someone -else’to be written 
nor be typewritten even by oné’s 
self. Moreover, writing personal let- 
ters is coming into its own again. 
Therefore, what about your hand- 
writing and your ability to write a 
letter that is a credit to you and 
a compliment to your correspond- 
ent? 
Nothing is a greater give-away of 
lack of education and culture than 
a letter illegibly written, incorrect- 
ly spaced and illiterately spelled 
and worded, for while not every-

one can be expected to write a 
brilliant lettér, hé should be able 
to write a readable one and one 
that conforms to the few simple 
rules there are. 

Four distinct factors. come up 
for consideration in letter writing: 
The stationery, the form of the let- 
ter, the message, and the handwrit- 
ing. Fashions in stationery change 
from time to time but it always 
pays to use a good quality, and 
while size is not so important, the 
three standard sizes advocated by 
the Post Office Department aré ad- 
visable. Single or double sheets are

To write an intéresting letter is 
a matter entirely of individuality, 
but there are a number of don'ts 
to be observed if you would avoid 
the reputation of being a boresome 
correspondent.

Always keep in mind that what

Be 
careful of your spelling, consulting 
the dictionary rather than taking

Write in straight lines though 
never use ruled paper. Punctuate 
properly, be grammatically correct, 
avoid foreign phrases, trite, hack- 
neyed sayings and affectation just 
as you would in conversation, and 
rarely quote. Adapt your style to 
your subject.
